Rsverence for antiquity is to 
a great extent gone and there bus 
come in its place a self admiration 
which is partly amusing and partly 
alarming. Old theories are roughly 
brushed aside, old classifications are 
torn to pieces, old beliefs, no matter 
how venerable or how precious they 
may be, are brought rudely forward 
anti subjected to novel and searching 
testa. The curious and critical spirit 
of ths age is as manifest in literature 
and art, in science and politics, os it 
is in religion. Its motto is "prove all 
things.” It dissects living rabbits 
and anrolls musty mummies. It an 
slyzes the rays of Sirius and makes 
short work with the legend of Will 
iam Tell. It is trying to find out 
whether marriage ia a good or an 
‘Lvil, and proposes by searching to 
bocert&in whetner tnere is or ia not a 
God. It lets nothing alone. It ac¬ 
cepts nothing without looking into it. 
And nothing—absolutely—is safe 
ffom or sacred fco its determination to 
probe the universe to the bottom and 
to lay its most biddsn secrets open to 
the light. 

But this tendency of the age is 
matched by another which may 
properly be described as the dis]x>si- 
tion to "hold fast what is good.” It 
is not simply destructive. In false¬ 
hood, error, ignorance, superstition, 
it has no pity, but if it aims to expel 
these from the world it is because it 
regards them—and justly regards 
them—as evils, limiting ths liberty 
and hindering the progress of the 
human race. It is in pursuit of 
truth because it believes—and rightly 
believes—that truth is good. And 
where it finds itself in possession of 
anything that ia unqueationably good 
it shows the determination to hold it 
fast and not give it up. So, for ex¬ 
ample it holds fast to liberty and 
aaeks for a still larger measure of it 
It holds fast to property and regards 
com amniats and anarchists as public 
enemiee. It holds fast to marriage 
and still believes tbe family to be the 
corner stone of the state. It holds 
fast to the idea of representative gov¬ 
ernment, and forces ancient moa 
archies and empires to accept it in a 
greater or a leas degree. With all 
its skepticism aad icenoclaam the 
nineteenth century does not propose 
to lei go any real and substantial 
benefit which it has received from the 
past or has won lor itself. It ia a 
richer and fuller age than any that 
has pcwcedsd it And it intends to 
hand down to tbe oentury that is to 
follow it an ampler inheritance than 
that which ii received. 

It may be q o ee t iooed, perhaps, 
whether this is true in ths matter of 
religion. There are at least some 
man who think that tbe nineteenth 
century n going to make an end of 
Christianity. It will doubtless die 
hard. It ia aged, to be sore, but it 
still has a good deal of life in it, and 
it can scarcely be expected to expire 
in eight or ten yean. But it has re¬ 
ceived its death-blow and ths end is 
only a question of time. Or, to speak 
more exactly, it has been so under¬ 
mined by recent histone and scien¬ 
tific research that in fifty yean if not 
in teu it will crumble to pieces, aad 
ihe saoood or third generation be¬ 
yond on will gaze on its ruins aa we 
gaze on the ruins of Palmyra or 
Tbsbca This ia what many men an 
now thinking and saying. They ad¬ 
mit that Christianity is to some ex¬ 
tent a good thing. It was good for 
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But now what I want to ask of yon 

is simply to take this maxim of tb* 
Apostle, which ia ao strikingly m 
harmony with the eptrit of tbe age, 
and fearlessly apply i. to reiigtou 
"Pror# all thing* first, and then il 
you find anything that ia unquestion¬ 
ably good bold fast to it. I vsnture 
to mv that Christianity aaka nothing 
better This is its own challenge to 
the world. 

"Prove all tilings." Prove, in tl»e 
first place, a lift \riOiout <o»y reliijiou 
at <Ul It is not, to be nuro very 
easy to find one. It will not do to 
go to antiquity for it, for every 
ancient race of which we have know¬ 
ledge bs«l a religion of some sort. 
The most auperb aud nubsUntial 
buildings, wli<**e ooloaaul ruins fill ua 
with wopder, were temples erected 
to the goila, aud many others *till 
more magnificent have vaninhstl for¬ 
ever from the t arth. The literatun 8 
of the far distant {Mist are full of 
testimonies to fiti'lia that died with 
thoee who held them aud to a wor¬ 
ship that has long sines ceased An 
olieerver who visited Athena in the 
time of its decadence said to a com¬ 
pany of AtlieniauB : "Sirs, I peroeive 
that in all things ye are very re¬ 
ligious." And the same thing might 
have been said at Home and at Babv 
Ion, at Memphis and at Nineveh. 
All bad Iheir religious—such as they 
were, and life was in them all more 
or less influenced by religioD. It 
certainly will not do to go to some 
half civilized or wholly barbarous 
tribe now living on the earth. For 
K« all 1*1] u«. hpv* 

their religious beliefs and tbeir sacred 
rites. Grotesque and superstitious 
or foul and cruel they may be and 
often are; still they are religious, 
springing from and answering to 
that religious instinct which seems 
to be absolutely universal among 
men and to be inherent .in human 
nature itself. It will not even do to 
take an average man out ef the com¬ 
munity around us who seems to show 
complete ignorance of religion and 
complete indifference to it For 
many such men have more religion 
than they are aware of and are more 
deeply influenced by it in thought 
and conduet than they would be 
ready to acknowledge. It is doubt¬ 
less very vague but it is often very 
real, as a sudden emergency will 
sometimes'reveal. It is received by 
tradition ; it is caught out of tbe air ; 
it is forcsid upon them by tbe impalpa¬ 
ble influences of society. But 
wherever it comes from their lives 
are in no slight degree colored and 
moulded by it, while it affects, far 
more than they realize, their expecta 
ions of the future. 

What we want to find is a life 
which has in it no religion at all, 
and no ideas, aspirations or bo|«s 
which have been suggested by re 
igion. The nearest we c&n come to 
it is perhaps to take a man who has 
once been a believer in Christianity 
and has given it up, who has become 
a thorough going atheist^ Even such 
a man has the ethic* of Christianity 
wrought into the very fibers of his 
character aod can eradicate and de 
stroy them only by a process of self- 
mutilation. But such a man may 
sometimes be found who has no faith 
in anything outside of nature, no 
lope of anything beyond this life, 
and who takes pleasure in reviling 
.he faith of others and in trying to 
expel religion from the world. Aod 
.hen, at the other end (commonly) of 
he social scale, may be found those 
who in a Christian land have grown 
up in practical heathenism, who know 
nothing of our God and have no (iod 
of their own, who have no religious 
conceptions and apparently no capac¬ 
ity for them, and who Kve and die 
ike the beasts that perish. 

Now the first thing to be “prore<r 
is a hfe like this—to be proved, not 
(thank God!) by the actual exper¬ 
ience of it—that is not neceaearr; 
but by obaerving in others its char 
acter and its effects. Do not take 
tbe doubter or the agnostic for your 
study, for doubt implies a certain 
basis of belief and your true agnostic 
bolds his judgment in suspense and 
is ready to yiald to evideooe which

Tbeu, in the second plaur, the tie 
o *nity of *ohtt religion being sdmit- ( 
tad, tuke other religion* than Chri* j 
tianity and put them to the proof 
We are by no means shut up to the 
Christian religion. There are several 
others which hsve tilled a laige place 1 
iu the world. Stwe of them ara now 
dead, but it might be (Missible to re¬ 
vive tbem, or to produce something j 
like tbeiu, and otlu-rs are still tre 
meudously aJive. We cannot, to be 
sure, make a personal experiment of 
each of them iu turn ; but it is easy 
enough to find out what they are, aod 
w hat effect they have had on their 
votaries Many volumes have been 
written iu regard to each one of tbem 
and some of these ar# within every 
one’s reach Here ia, for examole, 
the well known book entitled "Ten 
Great Religions,” which give in mod 
orate cow past* some notion of the 
faiths of Egypt ami Greece, of Pur 
sia and China, of BrahminiMtn and 
BuddhiHW in India, of the Scandi¬ 
navian mythology aud the faith of 
Mohammed, as well as of Judaiam 
and Christianity. Aud you may get 
your idea of the mental and moral 
condition of-the various people* which 
have held these different systems of 
belief, from the narratives of travel ’ 
era or from learned and accurate bn* 
lories. Now it w surely worth while 
to look at these carefully. Christian¬ 
ity in fact requires uh to do this li 
puts iUelf forward aa the one univer- 
Hal religion, which ia dsi*Lined in the 
end to auja-m-de al! others. It cer 
taiuly never will do thu* if any other 
ia better, containiug inure of truth, 
more of Ixiauty,, an d ^n ore of moral 
aud apiritual i>ewer^il ia well, then, 
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to “prove” theae, iu order to know 
whether the Gonjiel of Christ hs# any 
chance whatever against them, and 
w hether it woiHd not even be for our 
advantage to adopt some one of them 
in ita place. 

Well, there are two ways of "prov 1 
in g ” them. One ia by atudviug their , 

contents aud the other ia by tracing GROCERIES 

tbeir effects. We may inquire bow | 
much of truth there ie in them or we 1 
may look at their fruita. New there 
ia a great deal of truth in them ; I 
there ia not one of thsm in which 
there ia not a great deal of truth 
But the truth in Boon Been to be mizt 
up with a vast mssa of error, aud 
error of a moat puerile and often s , 
most debasing kind. And tbeir el < 
facta have often been good. Morality, I 
sa a recent able and lamented writer 
has said, "in many ao called beathen 
hands, morality has received he great 
eat impulse Irani religion."( And yet 
bad aa the morals of ChlTiiteudotn 
are, the rooraJa of non chrisOpn race* 
are vastly worse. Every traveler say* 
this. Every history proves it. Aud 
what religion of all those tb&i are 
kuown among roeu has the alightesl 
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chance of conquering ami driving out Brick Row , Bloomfield Avenue.

the first centuries. It was good for appear* to him convincing. Bat 
the Middle Ages. It is still good for j take a life which is absolutely desti 
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would you like to nee substituted for 
it in this country ? Shall we turn 
Buddhists or Brahmins ? Shall we 
ask the Chinese to send us mission 
aries ae as to teach ua the ethic* of 
Confudu*. or shall we bring up our 
children to read Zoroaster instead of 
the Bible? Shall we try to intro 
duoe heie in the I'nited Slates, as 
they are ttakl to be attempting to do 
in Italy, the worship of the old Otym- 
viau deities or ahall we invite "tbe | 
unspeakable Turk" to give us tbe re¬ 
ligion wbu-h has made him what he 
is * To such questions as these there 
is but one answer, and the answer is 
that no one of the historic faith# of 
the world can command our accept 
ance or meet our needs. Two of then, 
at least, Ialauiism and Buddhism, arc 
missionarv religions Tb* y have mad* 
immense oonquesta in other land* 
than those which gave them birth 
But they can never conquer Western 
nations. It is simply absurd to talk 
about tbeir introduction ints Eu 
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
